They 
were ied astray by thelr assocta- 
tions, by the (fierce passions 
aroused by the partisan warfare 
in which they became involved {fn 
the conflict of parties during the 
Civit War in Missour!. The uniform 
testimony of all the prison War- 
dens ts not merely to their goad 
behavior—-their record in this re- 
spect being without a blemish @ur- 
ing 25 years—but to the good cher- 
acter which prompted their good 
behavior. 


“There need be no fear that these 
men will break thefr parole or do 
anything to disappoint the -confi!- 
dence of their friends. There ts 
nothing of the sneak or hypocrite 
‘about ‘hem. They are 160 témes 
better men than are most of those 
whose unrelenting rindictiveness 
would hare dented to their declin- 
ing years the poor solace of being 
prisoners on parole.”
